The United States Federal courts and Postal authorities

prohibiting the sending of such literature through the 
mails, but there is yet another step to be taken. 
There are many 
publications, 
magazines, 
booklets, 
pamphlets and broad-sides going into the malls and being 
delivered each day under the guise of “Art”. To a great 
piany people this so-called art is nothing more or less 
than filth. Filth to litter the braiqs o f people who could 
otherwise he engaged in constructive thought. It is a hu-
